WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (NYT). 
The Ford administration, in its 
first preliminary look at budget 
prospects for the fiscal year 1978, 


_ has estimated that government. 


spending would approach or exceed 
$450 billion, even if the Carter 
administration proposed no new 
prcgrams. 

The estimated increase in qut- 
lays, without any new programs 
or phasing out of old ones, would 
amount to about 10 per cent, ac- 
cording to the Office of Man- 
agement and Budget (OMB), 

The estimate; were containea 
in 8. special document, required 
by law to be submitted to Con- 
Gress at this time of year, chow- 
ing where the budget fs headed 
under existing programs. 

The document also details the 
amount of money that is expected 
to be spent in the current fiscal 
year, which began Oct. 1. 

The decument sald that spend- 
ing for the 1977 fiscal year would 
Tange between $412 billion and 
$4129 billion, wader existing laws 
and founding grrangements. 

Tt said that the budget deficit 
for fiseal 1977 could range between 
$54.2 billion and $5933 billion, de- 
pending on what assumptions 
‘were made about the future course 
of the economy. 

The administration ΙΔ] out 
four sets of economic assumptions, 
but refused to choose the most 
probable. 

Under the most optimistic of 
the forecasts, the nuemployment 
Tate, which is expected to average 
1.6 or 7.7 per cent this year, would 
go down to 6.4 per cent in 1977 
and 5.5 per cent in 1978. Under 
the most pessimistic assumption. 
it would be 69 per cent in 1977 
and 6.5 per cent in 1978, 


Consumer prices are expected 


to be 5.1 per cent higher next. 


month than they were last De- 
.Under the optimistic 
forecast, they would rise by an- 
ather 5 per cent by December, 


1977, and still another 5 per cent 


by December, 1978. 
65% Rises 

Under.the pessimistic forecast, 
they would rise by 6.5 per cent by 
December, 1977, and another 6.5 
per cent by December, 1978. 

The differing growth and in- 
flation possibilities yield consider- 
ably different budget estimates 
for the 1978 fiscal year. Spend- 
ing for that ‘year could range 
from $447.1 “billion to $453.2 bil- 
lion, depending on the economic 
assumptions, and the deficit could 
range from $326 billion to $56.2 
billion, the OMB document said. 

These figures all assume that 
there are no changes in the pro- 
grams currently on the statute 
books, or in their funding, 

A member of the staff of' the 
House Budget Committee said 
that a quick look through the 
OMB documents indicated that 
the spending figures for fiscal 
1978 might be a little low. 

He said that the OMB had 
omitted the $625-million 
of local civeraimite-ccnmtne 
ealled countercyclical revenne- 
sharing, This program would 
automatically remain in effect in 
1978, under existing Jaw, if un- 
employment was still high.

Italians Protest Release of a Gestapo Ex-Chief 


ROME, Nov. 14 (AP).—About 
4,000 Italians today marched to 
the graves of 335 civilians ex- 
ecuted by the Nazis in World 
War II, protesting the release of 
the Gestapo officer imprisoned 
for directing the massacre. 

Relatives of the victims wept 
beside the tombs in. the Ardeatine 
Caves on the southern edge of 
the city, now a national memorial, 
while others held up protest 
placards against the release yes- 
terday of Herbert Kappler. 

Kappler, the Gestapo chief in 
Rome in 1944, was given provi-

sional treedom by a military 
tribunal after having been im- 
prisoned since 1948, 

The peaceful protest, bringing 
together representatives of Jew- 
ish groups, World War IT parti- 
san organizations, and leftists, 
was Jed by Rome's chief rabbi, 
Etio Toaff, and Mayor Giulio 
Carlo Argan. 

Aiter the march ended, how- 
ever, 50 youths tried to enter the

in Policy to Israel Denied

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
Nov. 14 (NYT).—The decision of 
the Untted States to join in the 
Security Council's criticism of 
Tsreel last week was part of what 
might be the final effort by Sec- 
retary of State-Henry Kissinger 
to enhance U.S. influence among 
moderate Arabs, in expectation 
of possible Middle East peace 
talks early in the Carter admin- 
istration. 

This is the explination given 
by knowledgeeble U.S. diplomats 
for Washington's decision to join 
in Thursday's unanimous Security 
Council criticism of certain Is- 
raeli policies in the occupied 
Arab territories. 

The move marked a shift in 
diplomatic tactics by the United 
States, without changing the 
substance of policy. Although it 
has resisted Security 
Council condemnations, the 
United States has never recogniz- 
ed Israel's annexation of Arab 
East Jerusalem and has repeat- 
edly criticized the establishment 
of Israeli settlements in the lands 
taken in the 1967 war. 

Israeli and Arab diplomats 
were consulted regularly by U.S. 
representatives throughout the 
days of private consultations 


that led up to the compromise 
statement by the Council. 

These discussions led both Mr. 
Kissinger and the U.S. represen- 
tative at the UN, William Scran- 
ton, to conclude that the United 
States had an opportunity to 
support moderate trends among 
the Arabs, without at the same 
time weakening the fundamental 
Israell-U.S, relationship. 

In Israel, however, Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon called in 
the U.S, ambassador to express 
displeasure over the vote and to 
accuse the United States of “dis- 
crimination.” 

Reassuranee 

Even as they moved to reas- 
sure anxious Israelis that no real 
ehange in U.S. policy had oc- 
curred, U.S. diplomats said that 
the decision was specifically 
designed to give a show of en- 
couragement to Egypt, Syria and 
Saudi Arabia. ‘These govern- 
ments recently concluded agree- 
ments that seem to be isolating 
the more radical factions of the 
Arab world.

Saudi Ruler Berates West 
For Rise in Oil Consumption 


RIYADH, Nov, 14.—After dis-

Increase in ofl prices was. only 
one of the factors that contributed 
to debt accumulation. But this 
debt problem existed long before 
oil prices went up.

Angola Refugees Recount Raids on Villages

OMUNGWELUME. South-West 
Africa, Nov. 14 (NYT!,—The civil 
war in Angola sputters on and 
here in the semi-desert nine miles 
south of the Angolan border fugi- 
tives from the killing huddle to- 
gether paihetically benenth a 
blazing sun, dependent on white 
South Africans for rhetr survival. 

At noon Friday, there were 2.857 
people, mastly women and chil- 
dren, gathered in a sandy com- 
Bound at this triba] station and 
more truckloads were on the way.

Friday. the South African mili- 
tary flew 2 group of 40 reporters 
on ἃ 2250-mile round trip from 
Pretoria to a base near the tribal 
station, to authenticate reports 
of atrocities against the tribal 
villagers of southern Angola. 
South Africa was itself deeply 
involved in the civi] war until 
March, wheo it withdrew its 
troops. 

In interviews, the refugees 5814 
that they had fled on foot across 
the border when Angolan govern- 
ment forces, supported by Cuban 
Soldiers and guerrillas belonging 
to the South-West Africa People’s 
Organization, attacked their vil- 
lages. They said that many of 
their men had been killed, thelr 
huts burned and their cattle and 
crops destrored. 

From accounts by the refugees. 


and by South African officlals 
here, a picture emerges of an of.

The MPLA, supported by up to 
15,000 Cuban troops equipped 
with modern Soviet arms, even- 
tualty prevailed. [ts supremacy 
was sealed by March, when the 
South Africans. disillusioned by 
the congressional vote to cut off 
U.S. aid to the pro-Western 
UNITA and FNLA, withdrew. 
The MPLA government in Luan- 
da, the capital, won widespread 
diplomatic recognition and em- 
barked on a program of Marxist 
reforms. 

More than eight months after 
the MPLA claimed total victory, 
however, the civil war continues. 
UNITA, retreating into the bush- 
lands in the southern pert of the 
country, has continued to harass 


MPLA and Cuban forces. The 
FNLA’s fortunes are less certain. 
but ite leader, Holden Roberto, 
claimed recently that he still has 
30,000 men under arms, operating 
close to the Zaire border in the 
north. 

South African military spokes- 
theorize that the latest 
Offensive was ordered In an 
attempt to wipe out UNITA before 
the first anniversary of the coun- 
try’s independence, or ai least 
before the rainy season starts, 
in about two weeks" time.

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Venezuela’s Oil Nationalization Succeeds but Stirs a Dispute

CARACAS, Venezuela, Nov. 14 


 (WP).—Nationalization of the oil 


industry. they say, was last year's 
story. It as gone well here, 
almost unchanged from the way 
U.S. companies ran the show. 
The trouble, however, according 
to the critics, is that the under- 
taking never did deal with the 
country’s problems. 

Venezuela is one of the few 
developing countries that is also 
ἃ functioning democracy and 
rich as well Its leaders regard 
themselves as an example to the 
world that stable development, 
help for the poor and a voice in 
world councils can be achieved 
without Communism or rightist 
Gictatorship. Nationalization 
of the oil industry, which pro- 
vides 86 per cent of the country’s 
$i0-billion annual income, was 


-the symbol of Venezuel. becom- 


ing master of its destiny. 

The nationalization took place 
Jan. 1, 1976, under legislation 
Providing compensation to the 51 
foreign: oil firms that were re- 
placed with a holding company 
called Petroleuwms of Venezuela, 
or Petroven. It was born as the 
world’s ninth-largest oil giant. 
Only three persons—top execu- 


tives—lost their jobs at Creole, 
Exxon'’s subsidiary, when it be- 


Lagoven,

“If you hadnt been there to 
ses them changing the signs, 
you'd never know anything had 
bappened.” a Lagoven employee 
said. 

‘That was the way it was plan- 
ned. Theacrid debate preceding 
nationalization largely concerned 
whether gasoline would make it 
to iocal pumps, whether exports 
would falter and whether skilled 
labor would stay on to keep 
things running. There have 
been no problems in those areas, 
although some are brewing, 

But there was no real debate 
over whether the oil and the oil 
revenue were being managed 
well, 

“Was it all worth the trouble, 
the year's delay in attacking the 
country’s real problems?” asked 
Freddy Munoz of the opposition 
Movement Toward Socialism 
party. “There was no sense of 
national action being taken to 
correct the way we were being 
exploited before.” 

Government spokesmen dismiss 
this claim. “Now that we have 
consolidated and have more con- 


fidence, we can move forward 

Mines and Hydrocar- 
bons Minister Valentin Hernan- 
dez said. 

There was mever a real sense 
of confrontation with the U.S. 
firms, nor is there any such feel- 
ing now. The oil companies had 
achieved a reputation for effi- 
ciency and high pay during their 
half-century here, and it was 
obvious that their help would be 
needed after nationalization. 

Most signed service contracts 
with Petroven, thelr top US. 
technicians here becoming tem- 
porary hired labor. Lagoven, for 
example, has purchased the ser- 
vices of 150 Exxon technicians 
who do just what they did when 
they worked for Creole, Exxon's 
subsidiary, 


From all accounts, the “service 
companies” do not appear to be 
making more money now than 
before nationalization, a fear 
voiced by many Venezuelans last 
fall. Mr. Hernandez declined to 
reveal] how much more money 
Venezuela makes, saying he was 


‘“saving it to surprise the coun- 


try with” 

In the near future, Petroven 
faces hard decisions that could 
have repercussions in the United 
States, which gets one-third of 


its oil imports from Venezuela. 

The country is running out of 
gasoline. Although it is the 
fourth-Jargest oll exporter. with 
the largest refining capacity 
among members of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, Venezuela produces 
only 196,000 barrels per day of 
gasoline. Most of the rest of its 
production ig fue! oi! for U.S. 
consumption.

Ebb in Refugee Flow Is Laid 


To Stiffer Cambodia Security 
By Lewis Al. Simons 


ARANYAPRATHET. Thailand. 
Nov. 14 ‘P'.—Wat Sarun slip- 
ped oui of tus village on the 
night of Sept. 25. Within a few 
hours. as planned, he made con- 
tact with 59 others from nearby 
villages who were going to try to 
escape from Cambodia to Thai- 
land. Thes thought the journey 
on foot would take a week. 

A month and iwu days later. 
Wat Sarun and two others cross- 
ed the oorder. They were the 
only survivors—the other 57 had 
been shot to death in ambushes 
by Ehmer Rouge soldiers. 

Wat Sarun’s and other ac- 
counts related by recent escapees 
at the Thai-run refugee camp 
here indicate that Cambodia's 
Comniunist government has suc- 
ceeded in closing off the country 
from the rest of the world cren 
More completely than previously 
during the year and a half since 
Khmer Rouge troops captured 
the capital, Phnom Penh. 

Because of increased controls 
by Khmer Rouge soldiers, the 
flow of escapees has dried up 
dramatically. In the Inst three 
months, according to 2 source at 
the United Nations High Com- 
mission for Refugees in Bangkuk. 
no more than 25 Cambodians a 
week hare crossed mto Thaikind 

Less than ἃ year ago, "ὑπὸ 
source said, the weekly rate wus 
in the hundreds. Since the Com- 
munist victory. according to UN 
figures. more than 22.000 Cam- 
bedtans have fled tn Thailand 
and severa} thousands others are 
known to have quietly blended 
into Thai communitics on this 
side of the border or made their 
own way to the United States or 


Europe. 
Some anaivsts in Bunzkok have 
suggested recently that fewer 


Cambodians are fleciicg becouse 
conditions there huve improved. 

According to some of these 
specialists, the widespread mus- 
Sacre of those Unought to have 
been aifiliated with the U.S. 
supported goveroment of former 
President Lon Nol had largely 
come to an end. There has also 
been speculation that food ra- 
tions. which about a year ago 
were near the starvation level in 
some sections of the country. had 
been increased.

Information piecea together 
from αὶ variety of diplomatic and 
refugee sources suggests that the 
rearon the number of escapecs 
has declined sharply is tichtened 
security mther than improved 
conditions. 

“There has been no change. no 
improvement in the lives of the 
Cambodian people,” said Meas 
Mony, a refugee from Battam- 
bang Province, along the Thu 
border. 

Daily food rations in his vil- 
Inge, An Long Knotzop, still can- 
sisted of half of ἃ condensed milk 
can of rice for each persan daity. 
Like most refugees, Meas Mony 
said his principal reasons for 
fleving. leaving his wife and 
8-month-old child behind, were 
tha “there is not enough to eat, 
the work is too hard and there is 
no liberty at all.” 

Kroch Phy, a former profes- 
sional soldier in Lon Nol’s army 
who arrived here from Battam- 
bang Province with Meas Mony 
on Oct, 15, snid many others he 
knew want to Ieaye. “but they 
con't know how to avoid the 
Khmer Rouge, They're afraid.” 

A Bangkok anulyst sald: “Ir 
appears that the authoridies have 
increased their efficiency to the 
point where leakage out of the 
country is now negligibie.” 

Wat Sarun recalled that in the 
last three months before he 
fled he saw “at least 36" villagers. 
including two men he knew to 
be Buddhist monks. being “taken 
away.” 

“They were all in a line, their 
arms tied behind their backs, ike 
this. with red nylon rope,” said. 
“I didn’t see the 30 men again. 
Bur everyone in the silage 
that they were killed. A! 
anyune os taken away πὶ 
arms tied with the red rape, 
knaw he will never come back.” 

A chanye in the pattern of life 
under the Khmer Rouge noted 
by rece orrlyals jy thar the 
forced miss migration of persons 
from area ta area has virtually 
ceased, Observers believe that 
this accounts in part for the de- 
creuse in escapees and why recent 
arrivals are all from border 
provinces.

When the conference on giving majority 
rule to Rhodesia resumes today, it can only 
be hoped that the pause preceding the ses- 
sion gave time for frultful thought, That the 
black nationalists should mistrust the white 
nationalists now ruling the country is under- 
standable, But that they might break up 
the conference over dates and detalls woud 
be a major tragedy—for Rhodesia and for 
Africa.

Rescuing the Pound 


The dangers besetting the British pound 
are forcing large decisions on the United 
States at an awkward time. Washington is 
preoccupied with the transition from one 
administration to another. But the rescue 
of the pound [5 no mere technical operation. 
It draws the United States uncomfortably 
deep into British domestic politics. It affects 
the British government's chances of staying 
in office It will influence Britain’s role in 
NATO and the economic growth rates for 
the Common Market. 


President-elect Carter needs to move tast 
on who will run his foreign economic policy. 
They should be included. at least informally. 
in the councils in which the Ford adminis- 
tration ‘s now hammering out the extra- 
ordinary commitments—to Britain and by 
Britain—that Mr. Carter wil inherit. Work- 
ing out these agreements is arduous, and it 
is complicated by a Jan. 20 termination date 
of the Ford administration. Well before 
then Mr. Carter will be required to provide 
a clear indication of his view of Britain's 
plight and U.S. responsibilities. 

The central issue is the severity of the 
conditions that the rich countries, led by the 
United States, impose upon the next crucial 
round of aid for the pound. The US. posi- 
tion is that further loans wil] be futile unless 
Britain commits itself to further stringent 
efforts to curb its inflation rate. The value 
of the pound keeps falling because inflation 
in Britain. currently 15 per cent a year, 15 
higher than in most other major countries. 
But the rescue effort requires a judgment 
regarding Britain's actual ability to control 
the economic forces now in motion. That 
brings us to the sterling baiances. 


« * * 


The sterling balances are simply the 
pounds owned by foreigners. including for- 
eign governments Some Οἱ the ofl-export- 
ing countries traditionally held thelr money 
in Britain. After the explosion of ol! prices 
three years ago, their revenues and their 
British bank accounts soared That heid the 
pound stable for a time, even though the 
costs of buying oil were simultaneously wid- 
ening Britain's deficits and aggravating in- 
fiation. But last year the oil-exporting coun- 
tries began to have second thoughts about 
the security of thelr new wealth. They 
started to move it to safer places. The out- 
flow of money helped push the pound down- 
ward In April, 1975, it was worth $2.40, Last 
March it [ell below $2 and kept sliding until, 
in June. a consortium of rich countries in- 
c:uding the United States put up an emer- 
gency loan of $5.3 billion. There is a good 
deal of psychology in currency movements, 
and the purpose of the loan was to show 
the world that Britain would have plenty of 
resources to meet its obligations But the 
toan was only for six months 

The loan stabilized’ the pound for a whiie, 
but in October it started to slide again. Now 
it ls worth ἃ little over $1.60. having dropped 


one-third of its value in 18 months. Last 
June’s loan will expire on Dec. 9. The rich 
countries are ready to replace it with a long- 
term ioan through the International Mone- 
tary Fund, but the IMF sets conditions on its 
loans. Those conditions are commitments 
on Britain's future economic policy, and 
they are the subject of tense and difficult 
negotiation. The lenders fear that if the 
conditions are too loose, they will find them- 
selves financing continuing British deficits 
and inflation. The British fear that, if the 
conditions are tco tight, the shock of drastic 
new austerity programs would destroy the 
present government. The lenders think that 
Tenewed action against inflation wonld re- 
assure the owners of the sterling balances 
and end the damaging outflow of pounds. 
The British apparently aren't so sure, and 
think that the outflow might go on regard- 
sess of future action.

Policy question: Ought the United States 
and other rich countries fund the sterling 
balances? That is. ought they insure the 
foreign owners of pounds against further 
British inflation and devaluations in order 
to stop the flight from the pound? The 
present U.S. position is that the sterling 
balances are not even going to be dis- 
cussed until the IMF loan has been nego- 
tiated—conditions snd all. Obviously, a 
decision to fund these balances wourd take 
& great deal of pressure off the British gov- 
ernment to meet the IMF's requirements. 
The U.S. government thinks, evidently, that 
pressure is essential to get serious remedies 
in place 

Whatever the resolution, it will have to 
be worked out in December.

Confident Portuguese Reds End Congress

LISBON, Nov. 14 iN¥YT).—The 
Portuguese Communist party to- 
day concluded its national con- 
gress firm in its role as a revolu- 
Wonary vanguard and determined 
to regain lost ground. 


Searcely a year after suffenng 
serious defeats, the Communist 
party has demanstrated its resil- 
ience and again appears to be a 
major factor on the Portuguese 
political scene, 

“The party 15 strong, united 
and confident,” Portuguese Com- 
munist leader Alvaro Cunhal as- 
serted in 15 closing speech. 
“Democracy cannot be built in 
Portugal without the Communist 
party and much less against it.” 

Mr. Cunhal, 63, was unanimous- 
ly reelected party secretary-gen- 
eral and dominated the four-day 
congress. It put an end to rumors 
that Mr. Cunhal, who is known 
ag a Stalinist. would be put aside 
with honors and replaced by a 
younger, “more European” leader. 

The 1,200 delegates to the con- 
gress also elected an enlarged, 
90-member Central Committee of 
δέ effective members and 36

According to Mr, Cunhal’s de- 
tailed report on the party's struc- 
ture, jt now claims 115,000 mem- 
bers and 7,000 committees, making 
Mt the largest. best-structured 
party in Portugal. The Socistists, 
who have been the dominant force 
in all the recent elections, clatm 
only 94,000 members. 

The congress today approved a 
lengthy political resolution that 
is essentially an endorsement of 


the party’s poliey for the last 
2 1.2 years—since the overthrow 
of the right-wing dictatorship 
brought with it Jegitimacy—and 
guidelines for future action, 

There was practically no critl- 
cism of the party leadership for 
last year’s reversals, In fact. 
there was no indication that the 
Communists had come close io 
dominating the centers of power 
in the spring of last year. only ta 
be driven out of the key posts 
in the administration, military.

EW YORK «NYT?.—The big- 

gest single worry in financial 
markets these days is over the 
enormous buildup of interpation- 
al debt—much of it owed to pri- 
vate commercial banks. There 15 
uo way to conceal the danger 
that some heavy borrowers from 
abroad may be unable to meet 
their obligations. 

Nobody really knows just bow 
large the mountain of interna- 
tional debt is. But what is im- 
portant is not the aggregate fig- 
ure. which runs into hundreds of 
bullons of dollars, but the ability 
of particular nations to meet thelr 
payments. 

Estimates by the Morgan Guar- 
anty Trust Co. and The New 
York Times show some of the 
nations what government officials 
and private bankers in the Unit- 
ed States are most concerned 
about today. 

At the head of the list stands 
Britain, with total borrowings of 
$45 billion, including both public 
and private debts. Close behind it 
come the Comecon countries—the 
Soviet Union and its satellites in 
Eastern Europe—with $40 billion 
in debt outstanding. 

Brazil, Mexico and Italy are all 
in the more than $20-billion class. 
France, Finland and Indonesia 
each has outstanding foreign 
debts of close to $10 billion. 

Virtually all the oil-importing 
developing countries belong on the 
worry list, collectively, their ex- 
ternal debts execed $150 billion. 

A Vast amount of foreign lend- 
ing-—mostly in dollars—has taken 
Place through the so-called Euro- 
currency market, through banks 
in the major European countries, 
the Bahamas. Canada, Panama, 
the Cayman Islands. Japan and 
Smeaporc. The net foreign-cur- 
reney liabilities of Euromarket 
banks in 1970 were $70 billion, By 
1973, the figure had reached S160 
billion.

What can government do to re- 
solve this dilemma?

The United States remains 
the key decislon-maker in the 
world economy both because of 
its great economic size and also 
beeause there is no other nation 
that can assume the political

Greatest Danger 


The first requisite for such a 
rescue is a faster rate of expan- 
sion in the three most powerful 
and stable economies of the in- 
dustrial world—the United States, 
West Germany and Japan. 

Thanks to the intense per- 
suasiveness of President Ford's 
tconomic and financial advisers, 
especially Secretary of the Trea- 
sury William Simon and chief 
economic counselor Alan Green- 
span. the business and financial 
community has come to regard 
rapid expansion as the greatest 
danger facing the U.S. and world 
cconomies, 

Worry about a faster rate of 
economic growth—held to be the 
likely cause of renewed inflation 
—has been depressing the stock 
and bond markets at home and 
Atroad ever since Jimmy Carter's 
election. 

However, the financial markets 
may be completely wrong. At 
least some of the most sophis- 
Heated members of the financial 
community think so, 

For instance, Rimmer de Vries. 
the top international economist 
of Morgan Guaranty, says that a 
stronger fiscal push by the Carter 
odministration would help restore 
balance t@ the world economy in 
two ways: By strengthening loan 
demand at home, thereby reduc- 
ins foreign lending, and by in- 
creasing the U.S. demand for for- 
mga gocds, thereby improving 
world commodity prices and sales. 
and consequently increasing the 
foreign earnings of the weaker 
countries. 

The United States will now do 
its part, Mr. De Vries thinks, but 
he--and many other economists 
~—are more worried about Japan 
and West Germany. whose con- 
servatism seems uushaken by the 
persistent world slump. 


Pert, budgeted at $23.5 billion this 
year, is the main sustenance of 
the American scientific research. 

Even so. a recent survey by 
the National Science Foundation 
found a continuing undercurrent 
of concern that the U.S. research 
enterprise is Icsinz its historic 
vigor. 

In universities and federal lab-

Innovation Slowed 


Industrial research managers, 
for their part, point to a number 
cf indicators to argue that out- 
dated patent. anti-trust and tax 
regu:ations are stifling techno- 
logical innovation, The decline in 
fundamental research is also a 
sarious concern in industry. 

er any president can re- 
verse these trends is open to 
question. It is far too soon to 
predict whether Jimmy Carter 
will develop the kind of special] 
affinity for scientists and other 
vcecemins that John Kennedy 

Nevertheless, a number of lead- 
ing researchers are hopeful that 
Mr. Carter's background will 
make him more conversant not 
only with their problems but with 
such global issues as energy sup- 
ply, food, arms control and eco- 
somic development—ail issues in 
which technology forms a large 
Lae of both problem and solu- 

on. 

Although Mr. Carter does not 
have an advanced degree, about 
half his undergraduate education 
at the Naval Academy was devot- 
ed to science, mathematics and 
engineering courses, and he spent 
one semester taking introductory 
graduate courses in nuclear phys- 
ies and reactor engineering at 
Union College in Schenectady, 
N.Y. This, plus practical ex- 
perience gained in the Navy, led 
one commentator in Science 
magazine, a leading research 
journal, to conclude thet Mr 
Carter’s self-description as an 
engineer was “apt enough.” 

Their Language 

In any case, researchers seem 
generally pleased, whatever their 
ideological leanings, to have some- 


one moving into the White 
House who can speak their lan- 


guage. 

“It's nice to have a President- 
elect who's had two years of 
calculus,” observed Lewis Brans~ 
comb, a former head of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards who 
now is vice-president and chief 
scientist of IBM Corp. 

Mr. Brenscomb, who organized 
@ science advisory group for the 
Carter campaign, adds that his 
own contacts with Mr, Carter 
during the last year left him with 
the impression thet “he's very, 
very bright, and his experience 
should give him a better under- 
Standing of technology than other 
recent presidents have had." 

Similarly, Harold Brown, the 
President of the California Insti. 
tute of Technology and a member 
of the Carter campaign's science, 
defense and foreign policy groups, 
came away convinceri that Mr, 
Carter “is really interested in 
sclence and technology.” 


Important Change 


There ere, moreover. indications 
that a Carter administration may 
bring important changes to the 
way the government spends its 
blilions on research and develop- 
ment—at least, if comments by 
the President-elect, published 
Shortly before the election, accu- 
rately reflected his views, 

In response to questions sub- 
mitted in writing by two of the 
largest US. scientific organiza 
tions—the American Physical So- 
ciety and the American Chemicai 
Soctety—Mr. Carter sald he fore~ 
Saw “a great opportunity to re- 
balance expenditures" so as to 
Place more emphasis on basic 
research and less on large tech- 
nological development projects. 

Besides putting new emphasis 
on basic research, Mr. Carter said 
he would give higher priority than 
the Ford administration had to 
certain fields of applied research 
—especially those fields “Ikely to 
be of long-term economic impor- 
tance” or those touching on 
health, the environment and the 
nutritional guality of the world's 
food supplies.

3 West German Terrorists Charged With Murders, Bombings — 


Baader-Meinhof Trial Near End After 18 Mont! 


By Murray Seeger 

ONN—Almost 18 months af- 

ter Jt began, the tense, some- 
times violent trial of leaders of 
the Baader-Meinhof terrorist 
gang is dregging to a close in the 
fortress-like Stuttgart courtroom 
built for it, 

‘The proceedings of the trial 
have long since fallen into the 
columns of routine news in the 
West German press, and most 
readers have stopped paying at- 
tention to it. Only If the three 
remaining defendants out of the 
original five were found not 
guilty would the case regain the 
prominence it once held both in 
West Germany and around the 
world. 

The prosecutor has made his 
final summation and asked for 
life sentences for the three re- 
maining defendants, who are 
charged with murdering four 
Americans end 2 German, 64 at. 
tempted murders, several bomb- 
ings and robberies and the for- 
mation of an Miegal organize- 
tion. 

Defense Jawyers will make 
‘their summaries and then the 
panel of five Supreme Court 
judges will retire to consider their 
verdicts, An announcement is ex- 
pected about Nov. 1, 2 year and 
a half after the trial opened. 

Despite the fading of public 
interest, the Baader-Meinhof trial 
stands as one of the most im- 
Portant legal proceedings in the 
postwar history of West Ger- 
many. 


German Justice 


On one hand, the trial bas re- 
vealed a great deal about the 
West German system of criming} 
justice, differentiating the coun- 
try from Britain and the United 
States, which provided it with the 
models for its political system. 

On the other hand, the long 
legal process in Stuttgart has 
come to symbolize the end of the 
domestic anarchist terror move- 
ment, which had ties both tothe 
Communist world and to the 
Palestinian terrorists and found 
its strength in the strong revul- 
slon many young Germans felt to- 
ward Ὁ, involvement in the 
Vietnam war.

with the United States in 1975 
put Spain in the red by about 
$1.6 billion; Spain’s exports to 
the United States decreased by 
more than 3 per cent, and U.S. 
exports to Spain went up by 
nearly 8 per cent. 

The picture in Europe is simi- 
larly discouraging. During the 
first six months of 1976, Spain's 
deficit in trade with West Ger- 
many was $469 million: with 
France it was $92 million; with 
Britain it was $108 million; with 
Italy, $246 million, with the 
Netherlands, $2 million. 

Even trade with Eastern Eu- 
rope, which in the past has gen- 
erally been in Spain's favor, 
showed a significant deficit.

This 
is the last thing the people want, 
over 65 per cent of wham belong 
to the “silent ‘post civil war) 
generation.” But nevertheless 
political violence, perpetrated by 
extremists at both ends of the 
country's incredibly confusing po- 
litical spectrum, shows that 
Spain's slow march to democracy 
is fraught with dangers, To date 
more than 40 people have died 
in political violence, including 
those shot by the police in dem- 
onstrations; and it is worth point- 
ing out that this number is far 
greater than the number of 
deaths in neighboring Portugal. 
which has had a revolution. 


Matadors, Bulls 


Were Spain to undergo a Por- 
tuguese-style revolution, which is 
most unlikely, there would be a 
bloodbath, for, as Foreign Min- 
ister Marcelino Oreja aptly 
pointed out in an interview. one 
of the differences between Spain 
and Portugal is that in Portugal 
matadors do not kill bulls, but 
in Spain they do. 

The extreme left in such or- 
ganizations as the Basque sepa- 
Tatist movement BTA, which be- 
lieves in using violence to achieve 
home rule for the Basque coun- 
try, ts aiming at creating a pre- 
revolutionary situation. The ex- 
treme right alms at creating suf- 
ficient chaos in its attacks on 
“subversive” bookshops and by 
beating up people it doesn't like 
to produce a backlash ard a mili- 
tary dictatorship. 

The armed forces, the main 
pillar of the Franco regime, are 
keeping ominously quiet while the 
country's bitter ideological strug- 
gle continues. Forever priding 
themselves under Franco on their 
so-called pristine neutrality, 
which meant support for his re- 
gime, the armed forces now find 
themselves in the strange posi- 
tion of sitting back and watch~ 
ing the dismantling of the dic- 
tatorship, to the obvious anger 
of rightist generals who would 
dearly like to intervene and once 
again raise the banner of the na- 
tionalist civil war “crusade.” 

Premier Adolfo Suarez fired his 
Vice-Premier, Lt. Gen, Fernando 
de Santiago y Diez de Mendivil, 
in September because he was too 
approachable by the right. Mr. 
Suarez, Europe's youngest pre- 
mier, replaced him with the more 
liberal Lt. Gen, Gutiérrez Mel- 
lado, 8 close friend of the King's, 
whose appointment was generally 
welcomed by mast of the opposi- 
tion. Lt. Gen, Gutiérrez achieved 
a remarkable turnabout in the 
armed forces’ intransigent stand 
when he said last month that he 
was ready to enter into dialogue 
with everyone. But he warned 
that he was not prepared to al- 
low any more fratricidal fights 
and that “Spain is for al] Span- 
jards.” 

The other change, although not 
So Noticeable, has been in the 
Catholie Church. The church be- 
came divided Jong before Franco 
died, Toward the enc of his rule 
even the traditional hierarchy be- 
gan to speak out, albeit carefully. 
againet his one-party system. In 
return for the church’s support 
of the “crusade" in the Civil War, 
a Concordat was signed in 1953 
which gave the church a privileg- 
ed position and enabled Franco 
to try to control the progressive 
tendencies. Dissident clergymen 
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were imprisoned in a special pris: 
on at Zamora. 

The prison was closed earlie 
this year and the Concordat was 
Tevised in August, after the Kin: 
renounced his right as head οἱ 
state to name candidates for the 
Office of bishop. and the church 
in return renounced certain ec- 
clesiastical privileges, 

Along with the clamor for an 
amnesty for political prisoners, 
the other great battic ery since 
Franco died has been the srow- 
ing demand for autonomy for the 
Basque country and Catalonia. 
The Basques and the Catalans, 


both fiercely proud, want to re- 
turn to the kind of situation they 
bad before the Civil War when 
they had their owr autonomy 
with ‘ocal governments. a mea- 
sure of economic independence 
from Madrid ‘both the Basque 
country and Catalonia are fer 
more industrially prosperous than 
the rest of Spain) and recogni- 
ton of their own distinct cultur- 

At the end of last month the 
government recommended that 
King Juan Carlos revoke Pranco’s 
decree law of 1937 which punish- 
ed the Basques for not support- 
ing his cause. This decree took 
away the Basques’ independence 
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from Madrid, 

Thic wili mean that Basques 
wil] eventually be able to collect 
their own taxes, have their own 
police force and university and 
form an assembly made up of 
freely elected town councils. But 
unt such time as the adminis- 
trative apparatus is set up, ex- 
isting laws stay in force, Psycho- 
logically this will boost the mo- 
vale of Basques, but what they 
want ls an updating of the 1937 
situation and not just a straight 
relnstatement. 


Under Franco ail signs of Cat- 
wlan aod Basque nationalism 
were quickly suppressed, and so 
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they were until as recently ag 
September, when the Basque 
Tkarrina flag began at last to be 
tolerated 

Esonomically tt makes no sense 
for the two regions to be g-ven 
complete Independence. but polit- 
Jeally there Js a lor to be said for 
allowing the Basqueg and Cata- 
lang much more say. Incidents 
like that which occurred Oct. 4. 
when a leading politician and four 
policemen were shot dead by the 
ETA in broad daylight, show how 
volatile is the home-rule issue.

Purthermore the politica] courts

tively than before, and people are 
still fined without trial for polit- 
ical cffenses, The justice min- 
ister, Landelino Lavilia, has prom- 
ised to end both these abborrent 
aspects of the Franco regime. 


Police on Trial 


The other important aspect is 
that at last policemen are be- 
ginning to come to trial for mal- 
treating and torturing suspects. 

The first big trial took place 
in Barcelona last month amid 
angry scenes by other policemen 
who gathered outside the court- 
room to protest at the trial and 
jostle witnesses. Under ¥ranco, 
policemen, particularly the polit- 
ical ones belonging to the Brigada 
Social, enjoyed tmmunity from 
punishment. The government now 
intends to reorganize the police 
forces, but it is unclear whether 
the Brigada Social will disappear 
altogether or fust be given an- 
other name. 

The cry “amnistia y libertad” 
did not stop until July 31 when 
the King granted the amnesty. 
By then the government of Car- 
los Arias, Franco's last premier 
and the King’s first, had fallen 
and Adolfo Suarez was appointed.

In April 1976. Spain's order 
books called for the construction 
of 76 million DWT; by April, 
1975, the pending orders were 
down to 6 million DWT; by April 
of this sear, they had dwindled 
to 41 million DWT, and by July 
they were down to 3.8 million 

A much-publicized government 
plan to shore up the shipyards 
with orders for ane million tons 
of new shipping is foundering for 
jack of interest on the part of 
possible burers and on the part 
of the banks which are reluctant 
to advance credit to build more 
ships at a time when worldwide 
demand is clearly dropping. 

By early September, the goy- 
ernment plan had aroused enough 
interest for the yards to take 
Provisional orders for 700,000 
tons. But there was a catch. 
Some of the orders were from 
State-owned companies, and there 
Was no guarantee even in Oc- 
tober that private or even official 
banks would take the plunge. 

According to figures prepared 
by the Japanese Transport Min- 
istry and presented in Rome last 
September by Japanese shipbuild-

CHICAGO, Nov. 14 (AP).—Farm commodity futures fell sharply 
last week after the government announced that farmers probably 
will harvest a record corn crop this year. 

The crop report estimated corn production this year at 6.063 billion 
bushe!s. Soybean production was estimated at 1.252 billion bushels. 
After the report was issued Wednesday, prices of the major com- 
modities declined. The next day, in advance of another report, the 
trade estimated that the numbers of cattle on feed on Nov. 1 probably 
would be some 4 per cent under the year-ago figure. 

The cattle report. meant that fhere would be fewer head of live- 
stock to eat feed grains. already in great abundance, thus new selling 
was set off on Friday. 

Beside the crop and cattle reports, the Agriculture Department 
also noted that Russia, Poland and Czechoslovakia probably will 
harvest more small grain in 1976 than bad been expected a month 
ago. Also, India, nominally sn importer of grains, could now turn 
to an exporting nation because of a fair harvest, but an alarming 
scarcity of storage space. 

When grain trade had ended, soybeans were down 16 to 38 1/2 
cents a bushel, November 6.50: wheat was 14 3/4 to 23 1/4 lower, 
December 2.57: corn was 14 to 19 3/4 lower, December 2.33; oats were 
B 1:4 to 9 1/4 lower, December 152 1/4; soybean meal fell 6.50 to 
11.50 per ton, December 179.30; soybean oil was 20 to 1.25 cents per 
pound lower, December 22.25; and iced broilers were 10 points lower 
to 1.65 higher ‘about 1 2/3 cents}, November 36.50. 

Live cattle futures fell $1.57 per hundredweight while live hog 
futures ended the week 37 cents per hundredweight lower to 75 higher. 
Pork belly futures were little changed for the week, despite some 
wide moves during the five sessions. 

The corn crop estimate and private projections of an adequate 
beef supply into next year served to influence selling of live cattle 
futures, but there was a reasonably stable carcass beef trade. Shell 
egg demand eased near week's end on some fear of consumer 
resistance to higher prices. 

A Steady cash market and expectations of fair marketings this 
winter led to buying live hog futures, but deferred options came 
up against resistance as the feed grain futures were released. Ample 
slaughterings and small increases in storage led to selling, but a larger 
output of bacon and some easing of retail bacon prices led to buying.
